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NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Oompiled from Various Sources, 
PERSONAL AND POLITICAL 

THE morganatic wife of Louis, duke 
of Bavaria, Baroness Von Waldersee, 
died on the 14th. The baroness was 
formerly Fraulein Mendel, and, until 
her marriage, was one of the best- 
known artists on the Munich comic 
stage. To marry her the duke re- 
nounced his right of the succession to 
the duchy in favor of his brother 
Charles. 

THE United States has officially rec- 
ognized the new congressional govern- 
ment of Chili. 

SENOR Don PEDRO Montrt, the new 
minister of Chili to the United States, 
was formally presented to President 
Harrison, on the 14th, by Secretary 
Blaine, and in offering his credentials 
expressed the hope that peace and 
friendship might be preserved between 
the two countries, to which sentiment 
the president gave cordial consent. 

MATTHEW. E. Ryan, well known 
among the theatrical profession as 
manager of Havlin's (formerly People’s) 
theater in St. Louis, died in that city, 
on the 15th, after afew days’ illness. 
His malady was erysipelas, from which 
he had suffered occasionally before. 

Goy. A.vin P. Hovey of Indiana ar- 
rived in Dallas, Tex., on the 15th, hav- 
ing been compeled tocut his Mexican 
trip short by reason of serious illness. 
He was confined to his bed in his car, 
which he had been unable to leave for 
several days. 

Rev. Zacuary Eppy, regarded as the 
greatest pulpit speaker of the Congrega- 
tional church west of the Hudson, died 
in Detroit, Mich, on the 15th, of heart 
disease, aged 74. He had been a preach- 
er since the age of 18. 

WituiamM J. FLORENCE, the well- 
known comedian, was reported, on the 
night of the 15th, as dying at the Con- 
tinental hotel .in Philadelphia of pnen- 
monia, which followed a severe cold 
contracted a few days previously. 

A pispatcH tothe London Times from 
Santiago de Chili says that advices re- 
ceived there from Valparaiso confirm 
the statement as to the prudent and 
pacific attitude assumed by the states 
and by the various officials of that 
couptry. 

THE pope, it is reported, has not yet 
come to a decision on the question of 
leaving Rome, but there is no reason to 
believe that the idea has been aban- 
doned. 

On the 16th Gen. Charles Nicholas 
Lacretelle, a member of the French 
chamber of deputies, a monarchist and 
Crimean veteran, died in Paris. 

THE French chamber of deputies has 
placed a duty of twenty-five francs per 
200 pounds on American pork, as sug- 
gested by the senate committe’s re- 
port. 

On the 16th the president, accompa- 
nied by ex-Senator Sewell, of New Jer- 
sey, left Washington for Bengies, Md., 
on a hunting trip, to be absent two or 
three days. 

On the 16th a number of prominent 
editors, hotel men, railway officials, 
politicians, etc., met in New York city 
to devise means for securing the repub- 
lican convention in 1892 for that city. 
Chauncey M. Depew was among those 
who favored the project, and subscribed, 
on behaif of the New York Central 
Railroad Co., $2,500 toward a guarantee 
fund. It was proposed to pay the gen- 
eral expenses of the convention, but not 
the expenses of delegates. 

THE sudden arrival at New York, on 
the 16th, of Hon. Albert G. Porter, 
United States minister to Italy, gave 
rise to the belief that Italy had taken 
advantage of the trouble between the 
United States and Chili to make a de- 
mand for an apology and a money in- 
demnity for the killing of two of her 
subjects in New Orleans. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

A TRAMP known as Matt Shea was 
found murdered near Greencastle, Ind., 
on the 11th, having been stabbed thirty- 
seven times and otherwise mutilated. 
Shea is said to have feared being killed 
because of knowledge he claimed to 
have about the Cronin murder. He 
claimed to be the Clan-na-Gael agent 
who sent out the report from Toronto 
that Cronin was in that city, thus mis- 
leading the Chicago police. 

A PROMINENT banker of Charlotten- 
burg, Germany, named Maass, is, upon 
his own admission, completely ruined. 
He says his liabilities are about 1,750,- 
000 marks. He admits embezzling the 
funds of his clients, also a considera- 
ble amount of money subscribed for 
the erection of a church in honor of the 
late Emperor William. 

On the 12th Michael Kirscher was ar- 
rested in New York for forgeries 
am ounting to 80,000 francs committed 
in Bucharest, Roumania. He was dis- 
charged from custody next day, how- 
ever, there being no extradition treaty 
with Roumania. He had $20,000 in his 
possession when he landed. 

CHAKLES BETHEARD, his wife and 
three children, comprising an entire 
family, were cremated by the burning 
of their home ina tenement at Colum- 
bus, O., on the 13th. 

A sERious revolt broke out on the 
10th near Foo-Choo, one of the treaty 
ports of China and capital of the prov- 
ince of Fo-Kien, on the Min river. The 
rebels had for a time full sway, and 
marching in force upon Tehwei, sacked 
the town of everything valuable, 
burned a number of houses, killed sev- 
rral people. and at last advices were 
resting after their labors preparatory 
to sacking other towns, 





At Litchfield, England, the insane 
wife of a journeyman saddler cut the 
throat of her own daughter and those 
of two step-daughters, all three of 
whom died almost immediately. She 
then cut her own thrvat, inflicting a 
fearful gash. The unfortunate wom- 
an’s husband, nearly insane with grief 
and despair, tried to cut his throat 


when he saw the blood-drenched room. 


in which his wife and dead daughters 
were found. 

On the 16th, in a row over a game of 
cards in asaloon at Chandler, Col., John 
Cox shot and killed John Anderson and 
then shot J. L. Calhoun in the neck, in- 
flicting a wound from which Calhonn 
died soon after. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

‘THERE is almost a complete blockade 
of the ports of Rio and Santos. Brazil, 
from which the bulk of the world's sup- 
ply of coffee is exported. This is due 
to insufficient custom house facilities 
and inability to load and unload the 
vessels now waiting to receive and dis- 
charge cargoes. Unless this situation 
is soon relieved, coffee dealers in this 
country say that prices will advance, 
as the supply here will soon be ex- 
hausted. 

Hunters from Park Rapids, Red 
Lake Falls and La Prairie, Minn., re- 
port that an epidemic has broken 
out among the wild geese, and thou- 
sands of birds are floating weak and 
helpless on the lakes and ponds. The 
natives are gathering them in great 
quantities to plucic the feathers. 

RUTHEVEN, Ia., has been undergoing 
a fearful siege of typhoid fever, and it 
has now developed that the cause is the 
decaying matter which abounds in the 
lakes surrounding the town. ; 

On the 15th it was reported about the 
Charleston navy yard that the Newark 
and eight other cruisers had been or- 
dered to Chili. 

Ir is said that the German govern- 
ment purposes to submit a bill in the 
reichstag considerably enlarging the 
powers of the police in dealing with 
anarchists and agitators. ‘The bill will 
probably become a law. 

DvuRING the past year there were only 
ten failures out of the 4,000 national 
banks. 

A GENERAL exodus has begun from 
the interior of Russia of the Germans 
who, for a century past, have taken a 
leading share in the development of 
the industrial welfare of the country. 

MINERS of the department of Pas-de- 
Calais, France, have sent messengers 
to England to solicit aid in the present 
struggle from English miners. The lat- 
ter will, it is believed, extend their sup- 
port, although no official action has 
been taken on the subject. If the strug- 
gle is protracted aid may also be asked 
from America. . 

It is said that there is a strongly-sup- 
ported movement among the city coun- 
cilors of Munich to compel the erasure 
from the golden book of the kaiser’s 
autograph entry, on the occasion of his 
recent visit,to the effect that ‘’The will 
of the king is the supreme law.”

Anoturr case of death from leprosy 
has been recorded at New Orleans. Mrs. 
Mary M. Goss died on the 17th from the 
dreaded disease. The malady was very 
slight, and her skin was free from the 
sca] y appearance which characterizes the 
severer form of the horrible disease. 

BRANWELL Boortn, who acts as general 
of the Salvation Army in the absence of 
his father in Australia, is about to give 
a dinner to 600 London thieves, and ap 
peals to the queen to consent to the use 
of her name as a patron of the banquet. 

T. J. Woop, Jn., a prominent financier 
of Dallas, Texas, and James Orr, a lead- 
ing physician of Terrell, were arrested 
on the 17th on two charges of con- 
spiracy and} swindling. The arrests 
created a sensation, owing to’ the high 
standing of the men. 

Tue most disastrous fire which has 
occurred in St. Louis since the old 
Southern Hotel conflagration a number 
of years ago, visited that city on the 
17th, by which $3,000,000 worth of 
preperty was destroyed. 

Tue alleged leaders of the mob who 
attacked the Douglass (Neb.) County jail 
and lynched Charles Coe, a negro, for 
assaulting a 77-year-old girl recently, 
were acquitted on the 17th. 

SEVERAL inches of snow fell at St. 
Paul, Minn., on the 16th. Reports from 
various parts of the Northwest indicate 
that the storm was general. 


AN earthquake shock was distinctly 





felt at Franklin, Ky., on the 16th. The : 


shock commenced with an indistinct 
rumble which deepened and ended with 
a sharp quiver and passed to the south- 
west.

FIGHTING FOR TIME. 


Dat Little Prospect of an Early Settle. 
ment of the Behring Sea Matter—The 
United States Believed to Have the Best 
End of the Argument, and the Poachers 
Would Gain Another Season by Delay. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The Post 

says thatit has high official authority 

for the statement that in the “inner 
circles” the impression prevails that 
there will not be a speedy settlement 
of the Behring sea controversy, 
and for these reasons: Broadly 
stated, it is not believed that 
Great Britain desires so speedily 
to reach a settlement. Great Britain 
believes that any fair interpretation of 
the points in dispute will be favorable 
to the United States. While to the 
great mass of Englishmen sucha con- 
clusion would be received with passive 
indifference, a directly contrary 
effect would follow in the Domin- 





ion of Canada, and ~ especially in 
British Columbia. With a brutal 
disregard of all interests except 


their own, the Canadians insist upon 
their right to poach in the waters of 
Behring sea, and do not think it a crime 
to raid the islands themselves in search 
of plunder, Under these circumstances 
any agreement that will shut the poach- 
ers out would be followed by a how! of 


indignation from one extremity 
of the Dominion to the other. 
If the contention be not settled 


by spring the new modus vivendi will 
be agreed to. The past season has 
demonstrated the impossibility of ef- 
fectually policing the sea, inasmuch as 
the poachers are said to have captured 
upward of 40,000 seals during the 
months of June, July and August. It 
is true that this number is smaller 
than formerly, but it is still consider- 
able. If the poachers can do as well 
next year, and they may do bet- 
ter, the opportunity is one not to be 
despised. Atall events it is better to 
get 40,000 skins than none at all, as 
would be the case if the contention 
were settled in our favor leaving us at 
liberty to treat trespassors in future as 
pirates. It would keep the Canadians 
in good humor for another year, and in 
diplomacy a gain of one year's time is 
an advantage of no little moment.” 


A UNIFORMED BRUTE. 


Inhuman Treatment of an Intoxicated 
Soldier by His Captain at West Point, 
N. ¥.—Compeled to Lie for Two anda 
Half Hours in the Stable Yard in a 
Heavy Rain Storm and Then Severely 
Punished Judicially. 

NeEwsurG, N. Y., Nov. 17.—A story 
of unusuai treatment of a soldier at 
West Point is published in the Register 
here. Two cavalrymen returned one 
day last week to the barracks intoxi- 
cated. They had been off post ‘on 
pass.” The first sergeant rightly sent 
them to the guardhouse, but when 
the commanding officer of the detach- 
ment heard this he ordered both men 
put at work with pick and shovel in the 
stable yard. It was raining hard at the 
time. ‘The officer's orders were that 
no matter how severe the weather they 
were not to have shelter of any kind. 
They had no opportunity of recovering 
from their debauch, but were taken 
from the guardhouse to the stable 
yard in a wagon and there told to go 
to work. One of the men was able to 
do this, but the other was. still 
too drunk. He fell and was unable to 
yet up from the wet ground. Noticing 
that the man was lying on his side, the 
oflicer directed the guard to turn him 
over so that the rain would beat in his 
face. Against this the soldier ina 
mandlin way protested, saying that 
besides being drunk he was also 
siek. This seemed to anger the 
officer, and he ordered the men to 
hold the prisoner on the ground, face 
up, and if he would not submit quietly 
to tie him hand and foot, and thus com- 
pel him to yield. Then the officer cau- 
tioned his guardsto carry out his man- 
dates to the letter under penalty of pun- 
ishment themselves. For two and a half 
hours the soldier lay on the wet 
ground, unprotected from the inclement 
weather, and during this time had two 
chills. When the hour for prisoners to 
return to the guardhouse arrived, he 
was taken there with the others. Since 
that time he has been tried by court- 
martial, found guilty and sentenced to 
imprisonment for thirty days in the 
guardhouse at hard labor, and to for- 
feit to the government one month 
pay.

A 
day will be set for the election: congress 
convoked to meet immediately after. Gen. 
Deodoro will review the troops to-morrow, 
the anniversary of the proclamation of the 
republic.

THE STATE ELECTIONS. 


Opinions of the Republican Press 
on the Resulta 








The General Impression Is That the Ke- 
publicans Hive Suffered No Loss 
— Protection Heartily In- 
dorsed. 





New York and Maasachusetts. 

One need not look far to find the 
principal cause for the republican de- 
feat in New York. The first causes was 
the persistent and emphatic manner 
in which the Cleveland and Hill and 
other democratic leaders pressed home 
upon the rank and file of the party 
that the result of the election this fall 
would determine the fate of the presi- 
dential contest next year. State issues 
counted for nothing. With this argu- 
ment every last voter was whipped 
into line, soreheads and all. Even the 
disgruntled eounty democracy, which 
had had all kinds of indignities heaped 
upon it by Tammany, was alarmed 
and forgot its resentment. Cleveland 
in all his speeches and in his innumer- 
able letters and interviews kept reit- 
erating: “If you lose this year you 
will lose next year.” Hill for once 
was agreed with Cleveland and made 


the same kind of talk. Tammany 
shrewdly stepped one side and let 
the burden of the issue fall 
on national politics. It bad its 


effect both south and north of Harlem 
river. It was just as apparent in the 
rural districts as in the metropolis. It 
brought ovt every democratic vote in 
the country, while the republican vote 
did not materialize as it should. Mean- 
while the Tammany following was 
perfectly drilled and disciplined and 
was forced into line, as its voting per- 
centage shows when compared with 
previous years. 

One of the principal causes which has 
tended to pull down the old-fashioned 
forty and fifty thousand republican 
majorities in Massachusetts to the 
meager majorities by which republicans 
still carry the state in presidential 
years is to be found in the changed 
complexion of the vote of Boston. It 
has become an overwhelmingly demo- 
cratic city by the steady increase of the 
Trish vovers and by the influx of 
French-Canadians, who vote the demo- 
cratic ticket, though it is the republican 
policy which gives them their good 
wages which attracts them to the state. 
It is also to be taken into,consideration 
that the Americans of the city and 
state are continually moving west and 
that Irish and Canadian-French for- 
eigners are just as continually taking 
their places. There is no prospect, 
therefore, that Boston will be anything 
but a democratic city in the future, 
and as fixedly so as New York. And 
so of the manufacturing towns where 
protected workmen support the free 
trade ticket, not knowing the effect of 
what they do.—Chicago Tribune. 


McKinley lnodorsed. 

Ohio has vindicated McKinley and 
indorsed the McKinley bill. Gov. 
Campbell cannot say that the Cincin- 
nati democrats did it. The Cineinnati 
democrats held up their side of the 
contest notwithstanding all the rumors 
that they would cut Campbell heavily. 

McKinley’s gains come from the 
country. He made large gains in 
every country district in the state. 
showing that the farmers ure no longer 
deceived regarding the McKinley 
tariff nor opposed to it. This gain also 
shows that the people's party cut little 
figure in the campaign. They talked 
loud and long about what their party 
would do, but their very opposition to 
McKinley and Sherman strengthened 
these two men with the Ohio farmers 

The issues were drawn definitely be- 
tween the two old parties, and they 
held their vote. McKinley made it a 
national campaign and never touched 
upon state issues. The tariff and the 
money question were the issues, and 
these divided the voters in Ohio. Gov. 
Campbell discussed nothing but 
the tariff, and it is reasonable to con- 
clude that it was the -tariff that made 
Ohio republican this year by a greater 
plurality than in a state campaign for 
years, 

McKinley’s losses were in those cities 
where Campbell appealed to the labor 
vote and sought to array it against the 
republican party. He succeeded to a 
certain extent, asis shown by the de- 
creased republican pluralities in Cin- 
cinnati, Cleveland, Toledo, Springfield, 
Youngstown, Akron and other cities. 
But in spite of this the country vote 
swelled McKinley’s plurality to figures 
that are greater than they have been 
before. Itis a vindication of N cKin- 
ley and an indorsement of the McKin- 
ley bill by the farmers.—Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

Depew on the Situation. 

“I have always made it a rule never 
to give reasons for a good licking, but 
to congratulate the victor, and to draw 
lessons from the defeat to teach me 
how to do better work in the future. 
The campaign was fought on purely 
local issues that did not bring the voters 
to the polls. 

‘There are two surprises in the elec- 
tion. First—That the republican en-

The Ohio Vote. 

The victory of McKinley vy a plural: 
ity estimated at about fifteen thonsand 
not only places himin the front rank 
of American leadership, but gives him 
a popular verdict that is practically de- 
cisive in favor of maintaining an in- 
telligent policy of protection to our 
domestic industries. The significance 
of the Ohiv vote is such that it is not 
too much to regard it as settling the 
contest begun by President Cleveland's 
tariff reform message, and which has 
continued as the pivotal question in 
our politics ever since. By this result 
the republican party will be confirmed 
in its course, while from this time out 
the democratic party can be expected 
to prepare for hedging in its platform 
declarations on the tariff next year. 

The success of McKinley is a well- 
merited reward for a gallant and hard 
fought campaign, and constitutes an 
important step in an honorable career. 
It makes him the prominent figure in 
republican leadership, who, next to 
Mr. Blaine, personifies the republican 
policy and principles as a typical pres- 
idential possibility.—Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch.

The Northwest Shivering and 
Freezing. 








Great Suffering Reported from 
That Bleak Country. 





The Weather as Cold as That Recorded 
in Midwinter—One Report from Red 
Lake Falls Indicates a Fall of 20 Be- 
low Zero—Intense Suffering ,at Vari. 
ous Points. 


St. Pau, Nov. 19.—Reports are com- 
ing in with regard tothe cold wave. At 
Many points the weather is as cold as 
that usually recorded in midwinter. 
The limit has been reached at Red Lake 
Falls at which place a fall to 20 
below zero ‘s reported, 

Band Cenire reports 12 below, Crooks- 
ton 14, Barnesville 10 and Hallock 16. 
South Dakota suffers intensely, the reg- 
ter in that state being all the way from 
4 to 16 below zero. 


There was considerable delay totrains 
and the excessive cold weather came so 
suddenly that it found people in many 
places short of coal, and their stock al- 
most wholly unprotected. From the 
Sioux reservation and points on the 
Missouri river come stories of loss of 
stock and many cattle frozen. 

David Hall, of Sully county, lost 3,- 
000 head of sheep. Reports from North 
Dakota say the temperature 1s very 
frigid as far west as Minot. The earth 
is so thoroughly frozen that no further 
attempts will be made at fall plowing. 

Reports as to the condition of the 
wheat crop are conflicting. Those sent 
out by the railroads report nearly all 
the wheat in the shock has been 
threshed, and that the wheat in stock 
can be threshed at any time.

BIG FIRE IN ST. PAUL. 


Several Large Business Houses Totally 
Destroyed. 


St. Paut, Nov. 19.—St. Paul has 
suffered one ot the most disastrous 
fires in its history, the buildings dam- 
aged being those of Griggs, Cooper & 
Co., wholesale grocers, and Farwell, 
Orman, Kirk & Co., wholesale hard- 
ware. The total loss is estimated at 
from $900,000 to $1,000,000 losses, cov- 
ered by insurance. 

The building is occupied by two firms, 
aud is a brick and stone structure, five 
stories in height, and has a frontage on 
Third street of 800 feet and on Broad- 
way of 200 feet. 

Griggs, Cooper & Co., occupy two- 
thirds of the building. 

The flames first made their appearance 
at 11:44 o’clock in the fourth floor of 
Griggs, Cooper & Co.’s building, 
Within less than five minutes the fire 
department was on hand in force, but 
a general alarm had to be turned in soon 
afterwards. 

The fire was in the upper stories, 
The fire rapidly gutted the tup floor and 
in half an hour from the time the alarm 
was sentin the flames were leaping 
heavenward through the roof. 

‘The fliumes set fire to the rear roof of 
the frame building used by the Northern 
Pacific News company and two em- 
ployes named Curty and Banen at- 
tempted toextinguish this. While they 
were at work the walis tottered and the 
crowd shouted in terror to the men. 

They made a rush for safety, and 
were none too soon, for just as they es- 
caped the wall of Farwell, Osmun, 
Kirk & Co.’s building fell outward. 

The burned block extended on the 
south side of Third street from corner 
of Wasouta to within fifty feet of Rosa- 
bel, is five stories high and belongs to 
D. C. Stevens. It was estimated to be 
worth $200,000. The losses are esti- 
mated as follows: 

Farwel!, Osmun & Kirk, $490,000, in- 
surance, $150,000, 

Griggs, Cooper & Co., loss, $359,000; 
insurance, $350,000. 

Loss on buillding, $200.000; covered 
by insurance. Total loss, $950,000. 

The flames were u:der control at 4:30 
a. m., but were fast consuming what 
remnained of the stock. ; 

No definite information is obtainable 
as to the cause of the fire, but it is 
thought to have originated in some un- 
known manner in the packing room on 
the fourth floor.

AN UNJUST APPEAL. 


Continual Cry from Women That 
Justice Be Done Them by Men. 

There is a continual appeal from 
women that justice be done them by 
men, and a corresponding overlooking 
of the fact that it is from among the 
ranks of women that their most bitter 
opponents are too often to be found. 
Men have an inherent respect and ap- 
preciation for honest work, both mental 
and physical, and will not deny the re- 
sults of it, no matter whose work it is: 
but with women there is a wide differ- 
ence. With them there is an entire 
lack of appreciation of labor as labor. 
The reason for this is good: Women 
have rarely worked or lived collectively 
as men have; consequently their life 
has always been an individual one, and 
peculiarly so as far as their work is 
concerned. They may do the seme 
work that their mothers have done be- 
fore them, but at the same time it is 
purely personal, where their surround- 
ings are more or less what they make 
them. 

In the case of men no career is open 
to them where they are not surrounded 
on all sides by co-workers, striving for 
the same goal, with whom they mnst 
match their best powers of body and 
mind. All the while the men watch 
each other closely, so that it one is suc- 
cessful they may imitate his methods, 
and if unfortunate avoid his stumbling 
blocks. Thus they do their work un- 
der the eyes of their fellows subjected 
to their criticisms at every turn. 

All this is absolutely foreign to wom- 
en's experience, for hitherto they have 
worked as the individual not as the 
class. 

It is always difficult to see both sides 
of a question, but what women most 
need is the impartial judgment of their 
work, as work done, not as ‘‘women’s 
work,” 

There is no possible doubt that wom- 
en will have to learn to accept a cer- 
tain amount of loss of consideration 
which has heretofore been shown to 
their personality, and assume at the 
same time a responsibility of mistakes 
which it must be feared they are sure 
to make while in the act of adjusting 
their lives to the changed conditions in 
which they have elected to place them- 
selves. 

The fact can not be ignored that there 
is a deplorable lack of sympathy be- 
tween the women who work and those 
who do not. For as women are more 
emotional and sympathetic than men, 
they are also more prone to intoler- 
ance where they are not in accord. 
Among men there has ever been a cer- 
tain community of interests; politics 
for example, where they meet on com- 
mon ground, and where they learn to 
measure their power as fractions of a 
unit. Women have not yet become ac- 
customed to being a part rather than a 
whole, for while they may, each one, 
be the slave of some one mazp, it has 
been as an individual and not as a frac- 
tion. So their position has always 
been positive, never negative, no mat- 
ter how sharply the limitation of their 
free agency was marked, or how con- 
tracted the area allowed compared with 
that which is now conceded.—Anna W.

When Amelia Rives was doing some
